Schrewd Scheme of a Quartet of Offi- 
cials Nipped in the Bud. 

The.e MM Schemer. Were Vouched lor 
by Wealthy Chlci.,0 HSildenta-An 
Avalanche of Fraudulent Paper 
Floated Upon the Public. 

Chicago. Aur. 3.— The dishonorable 
(Uncharge of (Jeorge Hat-tels, paying 
teller or the Central Trust anil Savings 
bank, and his subsequent flight with 
13,000 of the flrtn's cash, has unearthed 
a gigantic conspiracy to defraud five 
Chicago banks. 

The scheme was partly successful, and 
over MO.OOO was secured from Uartels' 
former employers, but was made good 
by reputable men who had vouched for 
the integrity and business ability of the 
youpg men who had engaged in the 
deal. 

Another bank is said to have lost 
120,000, which amount was also made 
good by the same security. Throe of 
the men formerly connected with the 
Chicago naak Note Co., have been ar- 
retted, and charged with conspiracy to 
defraud and the issuanoe of fraudulent 
paper. These men are Wm. A. Forbes, 
N. W. Bum aide and Chas. M. Anson. 
George llartels, the fourth man who is 
wated, has left the country. .lusticc 
Wheeler issued the warrants, and pre- 
liminary hearing is set for Thursday 

Charles Nichols, a go-between, has 
made an affidavit exposing the whole 
scheme, as far as it is known to him.

The sys- 
tem that Was developed was tin work 
of months. The teller, in the absence 
of the cashier, certified all paper and 
the forged drafts, checks, etc, wire
